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UNIFORMITY IN FUR LAWS DESIRABLE 

FACTORS THAT AFFECT the fur resources of the Nation, and 
the need for the enactment and effective enforcement of measures 
to assist in restoring and conserving species of fur animals that are 
now being depleted in numbers, have been set forth in previous 
editions of the annual bulletin on the fur laws. With the great 
numbers of trappers in the United States constantly and ever more 
intensively plymg their trade, and with areas that are suitable for 
the production of wild life becoming more restricted each year, it is 
inevitable that there must be, in the not distant future, a serious 
depletion in the sources of our fxii supply, unless uniform measures 
are taken to check destructive practices and to insure that trappers 
shall take the annual surplus only and not further reduce the breeding 
stocks. 

In the face of the changes occasioned by the progress of civilization, 
it is difBcvilt to provide and maintaia that degree of protection that 
is necessary for the conservatioji of the many forms of wild life, includ- 
ing the fur-bearing animals. Something can be done, however, 
through changing open seasons on certain species, by completely clos- 
ing the season on those most seriously affected, and by adopting such 
other measures as would tend to prevent the killing off of the fur 
bearers faster than they are produced. Prescribing a seasonal limit 
on the number of any species that might be taken would be an effective 
remedy if applied to fur bearers other than those raised in captivity 
on fur farms. 

It is the province of the States to make and enforce laws for the 
protection of the fur bearers, and such States as in the past have 
developed an effective system of laws for their protection are now 
reaping the benefits. One of the fundamental principles of wild-life 
conservation is the maintenance of a sufficient breeding stock to insure 
the perpetuation of species under all conditions. 

It is essential to effective administration of the fur resources that 
State officials chained with the execution of fur laws have definite 
information regarding the number of fur animals taken in the re- 
spective States each season. Many States require licensed trappers to 
submit a report of the number of each species taken annually by them. 
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Of 31 States that do not prescribe such reports by trappers, 7 do 
reqiiire fur dealers or buyers to report on their transactions. Though 
universal application of this requirement would not disclose the num- 
ber of fur animals actually taken in any one State, because of the fact 
that in practically all States residents may trap on their ovm lands 
without a license, it would give comparative figures on the relative 
number taken annually. A summary of such reports containing 
comparable data would furnish most valuable statistical information 
for economic studies of the fur situation in the entire country, as well 
as for the framing of legislation to control the annual take. 

If the several States would adopt uniform regulations for the licens- 
ing of trappers and the rendering of reports by them, the information 
resulting would be helpful to the individual State conservation depart- 
ments and to the fur trade of the entire coimtry. 

Though fur farming promises to supplement the decreasing catch 
in the wild, it will be many years before pelts from ranch-bred animals 
other than silver foxes will supplant any considerable portion of those 
from wild animals. Some of the species do not yield to domestication 
or to a controlled process of propagation, but demand freedom to 
roam unrestrained over their ranges. . 

REVIEW OF LEGISLATION OF 1930 

FEDEiRAL REGULATIONS FOR ALASKA 
BEAVER SEASONS 

Amendments to the regulations under the Alaska game law provide 
an open season on beaver from January 1 to March 31. In the 
southern fur district (No. 1), however, the open season applies only to 
the Alaska Peninsula; in fur district 2, the season remains closed 
in the areas cbmprisiag the drainage to the Chandalar and Tanana 
Rivers, the southern drainage to the Yukon east of the Tanana River, 
and on the Kenai Peninsula east of longitude 150°. The open season 
applies throughout the northern fur district (No. 3). A seasonal 
limit of 10 beavers is prescribed throughout the Territory. 

MARTEN SEASONS 

The season on marten was opened in Alaska in fur district 1 from 
December 16 to March 31 ; in district 2, from November 16 to March 1 
north of the summit of the Alaska Range and Ahklim Mountains, and 
November 16 to January 31 south of the summit of these mountains; 
and in all of district 3 from December 1 to March 31. The seasonal 
limit is the same as on beaver — 10 throughout the Territory. 

SEASONS ON MINK, OTTER, AND WEASEL 

In fur district 2, north of the Alaska Range and Ahklun Mountains, 
an open season from November 28 to March 1 was provided on mink 
•in the drainage area of the lower Yukon and Kuskokwim Rivers south 
of the Yukon, and west of the Paimute Portage to Grow Village, the 
season remaining closed in the drainage area to the Bering Sea and 
:Norton Sound south and west of the Inglutalik, Kateel, and Koyaikuk 
Rivers and west and north of the Yukon. In district 3 the season 
was opened from December 1 to March 31. On land otter, mink, 
and weasel, in fur district 1, the season was opened from December 1 
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to March 1 on the Kenai Peninsula south of Portage Creek and east- 
ward to the head of Passage Canal. East of longitude 138° the season 
was changed from the period January 1 to January 31 to the period 
December 16 to January 15. 

BEARS 

In fur districts 1 and 2 black bears were grouped with those animals 
for which no close season is prescribed. 

STATE LAWS 

Since the last bulletin on the fur laws (Farmers' Bulletin No. 1618) 
was published, legislatures of nine States (Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts, Mississippi, New Jersey, New York, Khode Island, 
South Carolina, and Virgima) have held regular sessions, and in 
Maine there was a special session for the revision of the fur laws. 
Only five States enacted legislation directly afl'ecting fur-bearing 
animals, but in a number of others changes were made by regulations 
or by order of administration officials, and in Canada, in British 
Columbia, Manitoba, New Brunswick, Northwest Territories, Nova 
Scotia, Ontario, and Saskatchewan, changes were affected either by 
legislation or by order-in-coimcil. The general trend of the legisla- 
tion, iucluding regulatory changes, has been to increase the protection 
afforded fur-bearmg animals, though there has been some liberaliza- 
tion in the trapping restrictions locally. 

ANIMALS ADDED TO PROTECTED LIST 

Under a ruling of the attorney general in Maine, bears are classed 
as fur-bearing animals and thereby are extended the protection 
afforded most of the other fur bearers, except in certain areas where 
a bounty may be declared on them for the protection of domestic 
animals. 

Mississippi closed the season throughout the year on bear, and 
continued indefinitely the close season on beaver. Michigan, by 
order of the department of conservation, closed the season throughout 
the year on raccoon in the Upper Peninsula. 

In Manitoba an open season was fixed on fox and lynx south of the 
fifty-third parallel of north latutide, where they had not previously 
been protected, and Ontario provided a season for the taking of foxes, 
the season heretofore ha\'ing been open throughout the year. New 
Brunswick extended imtil 1935 the close season on beaver, and Sas- 
katchewan added raccoons and badgers to the protected list by pro- 
viding a close season of eight months' duration. 

In Ontario an open season on fox from November 1 to February 
28 was provided, thus affording these animals protection for eight 
months during tlxe year where they were previously unprotected. 

In Saskatchewan the open season of November 1 to February 28 
was established on raccoon and badger, which previously had been 
unprotected there. 

CHANGES IN SEASONS 

In Massachusetts the State season of November 1 to March 1 on 
niink, otter, muskrat, raccoon, and skunk was made to apply to the 
insidar counties of Dukes and Nantucket, where the season heretofore 
has been closed. In Rhode Island the season on muskrat in Bristol 
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and Newport Counties was changed from the period November 1 to 
February 1 to the period December 1 to March 1. 

In Vii^inia the old State trapping law was repealed and a new law, 
shortening the trapping season one month on all species of fur bearers 
except muskrat and raccoon, was enacted. The new State season 
opens on November 15 and closes on January 31, instead of on 
February 28, as heretofore. The season on muskrat was fixed at 
December 15 to March 31, except in four counties, where it is closed. 
The season on raccoon was fixed as November 1 to January 31, 
except that in four counties it is September 16 to March 14 and in 
four others it is closed. Local seasons differing from the general 
State seasons were fixed on fox and other fur-bearing animals in a 
number of coimties by regulations of the commission. These local 
exceptions are stated in the summary following. 

In Mississippi the xmiform trapping season, December 1 to Januaiy 
3 1 , was established on all fur animals except beaver and bear, on which 
it is closed throughout the year. This results in shortening the 
season 15 days on raccoon and 45 days on opossum, and opens the 
season to the trapping of foxes. 

Kentucky repealed the provision allowing the taking of raccoons, 
opossums, skunks, and mmks with gun or dog from October 1 to 
February 15. 

In repealing its general trapping law, Maine made thei old season 
of November 1 6 to January 3 1 uie open season on fur animals through- 
out the State except as to muskrat, on which a general season of 
November 16 to December 31 was established, with an additional 
spring season of one month — from March 20 to April 20 in eight 
southwestern counties and April 1 to April 30 in the rest of the State. 
The attorney general's ruling that bears are fur-bearing animals 
makes the general trapping season apply to them, except that they 
are unprotected in areas where a boimty is declared on them for the 
protection of domestic animals. 

In Michigan the seasons on muskrat were, by order, made to apply 
to mink; and in the Lower Peninsula two zones were estabUshed for 
raccoon trapping, the same as for muskrat, but with shorter and dif- 
fering seasons, the effect being to curtail the season one month. In 
the region north of Township 16 and west of Saginaw Bay the raccoon 
season is November 15 to November 30, and in the rest of the Lower 
Peninsula December 1 to December 15. The order also provides that 
minks may be "hunted" at any time and that raccoons may be 
"hunted" in the Lower Peninsula from November 1 to November 15. 

In Texas, limestone County was opened to the trapping bf all fur 
animals except foxes. 

In British Coliunbia the season on otter, in the eastern district, was 
extended from the period March 1 to May 15 to the period December 
1 to May 15, except in the southeastern portion, here the season is 
December 1 to April 15. In the western district the ^ason on all fur 
animals, except beaver on Vancouver Idand, was extended from the 
period March 1 to April 15 to the period December 1 to February 28. 

In Manitoba, north of the fifty-third parallel, the season on mink, 
marten, fisher, and sable was ^ortened 16 days, closii% March 15 
instead of March 31, and the season on fox and lynx was sihortened 
13 days, to close February 15 instead of February 28. An open season 
from November 1 to March 31 was prescribed on arctic fox (blue and 
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white). South of the fifty- third parallel the season on mink, marten, 
fisher, and sable was shortened one month, closing February 28 in- 
stead of March 31, and an open season from November 1 to January 
31 was prescribed on fox and lynx. 

In the Northwest Territories the imiform season November 1 to 
March 31 was provided on lynx, instead of differing seasons north and 
south of the -Arctic Circle, and the season on fox north of the circle 
was shortened 104 days, from the period November 1 to March 15 to 
the period March 1 to March 31. The season Noveraber 16 to March 
31 was provided on arctic fox (blue and white) north of timber line, 
and November 1 to February 28, south. 

In Nova Scotia the season on muskrat was shortened 16 days, from 
the period November 15 to January 31 to the period March 1 to April 
30. 

In Saskatchewan the season on muskrat south of township 53 was 
shortened 15 days, closing April 15 instead of April 30. 

LICENSES 

Maine provided a nonresident and alien trapping license, the fee for 
which is $50. In Massachusetts new trapping license fees to be effec- 
tive January 1, 1931, will increase the cost to nonresidents from $5.26 
to $10.25, and to residents from $2.25 to $5.25. 

The new law in Virginia requires resident and nonresident canvass- 
ing fur buyers to procure State and county Ucenses, the fees for which 
are, for the resident, $25 for State Ucense, $10 for coimty license, and 
$5 for each additional coimty; and for nonresidents, $75 for county 
hcense, and $5 for each additional county. The license for the propa- 
gation of fur animals was reduced from $25 to $10 for foxes and for 
rabbits other than domestic species. 

In North Carolina the State license for raw fur buyers was reduced 
from $100 to $75. South Carolina enacted a new law providing for a 
$200 license for nonresident fur buyers or dealers, and $25 for residents. 

In Texas the nonresident trapping license was reduced from $50 
to $25, and the resident fur buyers' license was increased from $5 to 
$5.50. 

By an act of August 28, 1929, the Georgia Legislature repealed the 
law providing for the issuance of trapping licenses, and no license is 
now required in that State to trap fur animals. 

Manitoba reduced from $200 to $100 the cost of the trapping license 
for nonresident British subjects, and substantially increased the cost 
of permits for the exportation of live animals. Nova Scotia provided 
for a $1 resident trapping license. 

BOUNTIES 

Since the last bulletin on the fur laws was published, changes have 
been made either by law or regulation in several States with respect to 
boimties. Arkansas discontinued bounties on wolves and wildcats, as 
did Massachusetts on seals. Kentucky provided a bounty of 15 cents 
each on crows. Virginia discontinued the bounty on weasels and 
declared a bounty of $5 each on bobcats, or wildcats. In the North- 
west Territories a bounty of $15 each was declared on coyotes. 
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SUMMARY OF LAWS 

In stating the open seasons in the following summary, the plan is 
followed, as in the bulletin on the game laws,' to include the first and 
last days thereof. Statements regarding trapping on lands of another 
do not take into consideration the general trespass laws. The state- 
ments relative to bounty laws include, for convenience, all mammals 
and birds on which bounties are paid. 

FEDERAL LAWS 

Two Federal laws have a bearing on the fur industiy of the United 
States — the Lacey Act, governing interstate commerce m wild animals, 
and the tariff act of June 17, 1930. 

The Lacey Act (U. S. Code, title 18, sec. 392) provides that it shall 
be imlawful to deliver to a common carrier for transportation, or for 
any common carrier to transport, from any State, Territory, or Dis- 
trict of the United States, to any other State, Territory, or District 
thereof, the bodies or parts thereof of any wild animals killed or 
shipped in violation of the law of the State, Territory, or District in 
which killed or from which shipped. 

The tariff act of June 17, 1930, places a duty of 15 per cent ad valo- 
rem on all live wild animals shipped into the United States, including 
silver and black foxes and rabbits. (Par. 715.) The skins of foxes, 
dressed or undressed, and manufactures thereof, are dutiable at 50 
per cent ad valorem. Other raw furs and skins are admitted free of 
duty. Fvis dressed on the skin (except silver and black foxes) and 
not further advanced than dyeing are dutiable at 25 per cent ad valo- 
rem. Manufactures of fur (except silver or black fox) further ad- 
vanced than dressing, prepared for use as_ material, if not dyed, are 
dutiable at 35 per cent ad valorem, and if dyed, at 40 per cent ad 
valorem. (Par. 1519.) All animals imported for breeding purposes, 
other than silver and black foxes, are admitted free of duty when of 
pure breeds and registered in a book of record recognized by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. Since such recognition has not been given 
foxes, rabbits, and other fur bearers, importers of these animals do 
not benefit by. the duty-free provisions of the tariff act. (Par. 1606.)

Possession and sale: No restrictions on prime 
skins legally taken and duly sealed by commis- 
sion. Beaver skins must be presented to com- 
mission or authorized agent, with affidavit show- 
ing lawful taking, for sealing, within 90 days after 
close of open season in area where taken. Unlaw- 
ful to barter or sell unsealed beaver skins. Fur 
dealers required to be licensed (see "Licenses"). 
Blue-fox sMns must be tagged or branded before 
being sold. 

Bhipment and export: No restrictions on prime 
sMns legally taken, but no person who is engaged 
in for farming or the fur trade as a dealer or agent 
shall possess or transport such furs without a 
license. Skins of beaver and marten legally ac- 
quired and properly sealed may be possessed and 
transported at any time, but packages containing 
beaver and marten skins most be marked to show 
serial numbers of seals.
